FROM ST. Lotus.—An Illinois correspond- 
ent of the-St. Louis Democrat threatens 
dire vengeance on that city in case she 
shonld take sides with the secessionists. 
In that event, he says : 


.This southern gate of commerce is all 


that will be left her1 thus shorn of her splen- 
dors, and even thia mil be al the metcy of 
the state of Illinois, and can be destroyed 
without an act ot hostility of T/hich she 
can have a right to complain. The Missis- 
sippi river can be made to ran away ftom 
St. ioms and under the Illinois bluffs, 
leaving your city high and dry, seven or 
eight miles from the river, with a foreign 
soil lying between the city and the river 
froin the present site ot Illinoiitown to 
what will then lie the west bank of the Mis- 
sissippi river. The people of the city of 
.St. Louis know veiy well this _can be done. 
Thev have spent many millions of dollars 
to ^prevent it from doing it itself, and have 
been allowed by the legislature of Illinois 
to. b'uild dykes and revest the shore on this 
side for this purpose 
Bat it cannot be ex- 


pected that Illinois will be thus courteous 
and complaisant to a foreign state, as she 
has'l'een to her sister state of Missouri un 
der the glorious stars and stripes. It is 
.well known that directly opposite to the 
mouth of the Missonri river its rapid cur- 
rent presses the sluggish Mississippi against 
the Illinois shore, and an artificial channel 
at that point would conduct the united vol 
ume of the two ttreamsinto the lakes which 
lie at tbe foot of the bluffly..and which are 
supposed by many to have been the ancierit 
bed;of the stream, and this would, take the. 
river away from. St; .Lonis,' and -.throw it 
within the jurisdiction of Illinois, iuntfl. at 
the :fciot of the lakes, near Carondelet,. it 
would again .re-enter its. present bed or 
channel.

The firing of a South Carolina fort up- 


on the Star of the West, which attempted 
to ]and reinforcements at Fort Sumpter, 
was the cause of a correspondence between 
Maj. Anderson and Gov. Pickens. Ander- 
son sent a communication to Pickens de- 
mandiuaran explanation, and threatened if 
the act v?as not disclaimed, that he would 
regard it. as an act of war, and thereafter 
would not permit any vessel to pass. Pick- 
ens replied that any attempt to reinforce the 
troops at Fort Sumpter, would be regarded 
as an act of hostility. He justified the act 
of firing.iuto the Star of the West. An- 
derson finally concluded to refer the matter 
to his government. 


The above correspondence was carried 


on under a flag of truce, on the' 9th inst. 
Gov.: Pickens, upon the request of Major 
Anderson, permitted Lieut. Talbot, bearer 
of despatches, to depart for Washington 
and will allow him to. return. 


The United States steam frigate Brook- 


lyn is on her way to Charleston with an 
armed force. This produces great excite- 
ment at Charleston, and preparations are 
made to receive her. The steamer Marion, 
of the Charleston and New York line, has 
been seized by the South Carolina authori- 
ties, und is to be converted into a vessel of 
war. It is probable that when tue Brook- 
lyn is fired into that the fight will. becoms 
genera], and that Fort Sumpter will take 
part in .the engagement. We 'may there- 
fore expect the crisis in the affairs of se- 
cession to take place very soon. . 


There was.a large meeting in favor of 


the Union, ia Baltimore on Thursday eve- 
ning. Not less than ten thousand persons 
were present. The secessionists attempted 
to get up a disturbance, but'were silenced.

Gen. Scott is exhibiting extraordinary 


activity in making preparations'to give the 
rebels a warm reception at Washington. 
He will hare sufficient force of flying artil- 
lery, dragoons and riflemen in that District, 
in the course of a fortnight, to rout and 
scatter the largest body of rebels the disu- 
nionists can bring into the city. The old 
warrior is aching to get a blow at the rat- 
tlesnake traitors. L.ast Sunday one hun- 
dred marines nnd artillerists went into that 
city by the morning train, and immediately 
were put on. board a steamer and sent down 
the river to garrison Fort Washington, ten 
miles below the city. The fort is a strong 
one and commands the channel. No ves- 
sel can pass up or down without the per- 
mission of the commandant. It was an 
important point to hold. The Virginia dis- 
unionists were making preparations to seize 
the forts, but Scott was beforehand with 
them. They were too late. 


Fort McHenry, at Baltimore, is being 


strongly garrisoned, and will shortly be in 
condition to resist and repel any any assault 
that the insurgents may bring against it. 
All the available troops in the eastern states 
are being concentrated in the vicinity of 
Washington, and orders have been des- 
patched to the far west for the return of all 
the soldiers who can be spared. 
Several 


vessels of war are being fitted out to sail at 
a moment's notice. 


The Charleston Courier gives the follow- 


ing account of the firing upon the Star of 
the West: 


About half-past six o'clock yesterday 


morning the steamer Gen. Clinch discover- 
ed the steamer Star of the West, and sig- 
nalled the fact of her approach to the occu- 
pants of the battery on Morris Island. As 
soon as the signal was seen by those on 
guard there, Morris Island was astir with 
men at their posts before the order could be 
given for them to prepare for action. They 
remained in anxious suspense, but ready 
for what they believed was soon to come—a 
volley from Fort Sumpter. The Star of 
the West rotmded the point, took the ship 
channel inside the bar, and proceeded for- 
ward-until opposite Morris Island, about 
three-quarters of a mile from the battery. 
A ball was then fired athwart the bows of 
the steamer. The Star of the West display- 
ed the stars and stripes. As soon as the 
flag was unfurled, the fortifications fired a 
succession of heavy shots. 
The vessel con- 


tinued on her coarse with increased speed, 
but two shots taking effect upon her, she 
concluded to retire. Fort Moultrie fired a 
few shots at her, but she was out of her 
range. The damage to the Star of the 
West was trifling, only two out of seventeen 
shots taking effset upon her. Fort Sump- 
ter made no demonstration at a port hole, 
where guns were run out bearing on Morris 
Island. 


Mr. Prescott arrived at Washington on 


the llth inst., with pacific overtures from 
Gov. Pickens of South Carolina. 


An interview is said to have taken place 


between Gen. Scott and Sen. Toombs, in 
which the former used some plain and not 
very dignified language.

material and is as white as southern cotton. 
It can be produced for eight cents'~pei* 
pound, allowing three cents for flax, as it is 
mowed in the field. The aheeting and cali- 
co exhibited to us is very substantial, and 
the colors of the latter are brilliant and 
beautiful. 


This is a very important invention and 


may be considered as the most practical as 
well as the most powerful enemy that sla- 
very, has -ever had'to contend with. If free 
labor can furnish us a substitute for; cotton 
the power of that article over the commerce 
and manufactures of the world will cease. 
Not only so, but the profits of the produc- 
tion of a great agricultural staple will.be 
diffused over the whole north and west, and 
will become a prominent article of cultiva- 
tion by our farmers. 


If we should be cut off from our south- 


ern neighbors by civil war or a dissolution 
of the Union, this invention will enable ns 
to become independent of them by supply- 
ing ourselves with a substitute for cotton. 


• Wij have now in oar effice a specimen of 


Mississippi cotton as it grew in the field, 
and samples of cloth manufactured from 
flax cotton, hanging side by side. Although 
they are contestants, in a wide and impor- 
tant field of industry, they, hang together 
very peaceably. We imagine, however, that 
" king cotton " does not like the proximity 
of his opponent, and fears a usurpation of 
the throne he has' so long occupied. He

A Reign of Terror.

A merchant in this city, who recently re- 


ceived a letter from a.wealthy planter in 
Alabama, has furnished ns the following ex- 
tract. The writer says: 


ALABAMA, Monday, Dec. 24,1860. 


# * * «^s to ourselves, union men, 


we dare not utter a word—though I do; 
and have been repeatedly told that'noth- 
ing but my gray head saves me.' Life is 
worth nothing, and I can only compare our 
situation to the reign of terror of the first 
French revolution. My wife and children 
are almost crazy from fright at the hourly 
prospect of a negro rising, which some of 
the excited men (negroes and white) have 
confessed would take place about Christmas. 
If we could get our families to the north 
we would do it; but even this movement 
would excite suspicion. And now to our 
imbecile government. Speaking as they do 
of wishing to avoid bloodshed ; why, there 
is not bread enough here to last sixty days, 
and the shortest way to put a stop to ali 
our sufferings would be to block up the 
ports and break up the mail communication 
which would stop the supply of bread and 
salt, and then the very leaders of this seces- 
sion movement would be fried in their own 
fat." 


The Philadelphia Press has an interesting 


letter, written by a leading citizen of 
Charleston to a citizen of Philadelphia.— 
We give some extracts : 


" You ask me for my candid opinion of 


our condition, and I will venture to give it 
to you. I could not publicly utter the sen- 
timent of this letter without risking my life. 
The leaders of the convention, like their pro- 
totypes of the French revolution, are begin- 
ning to be terrified at the fruits of the seed 
they have sown; but as yet, the time for re- 
action is not here. The people have been 
infuriated through the efforts of the politi- 
cians, and now, like a Parisian mob, are 
pushing their captains and lieutenants into 
the very midst of the danger. 


We find the following letter, said to be 


"from a large slaveholder and planter in Mis 
sissippi," in the money article of the N. Y.- 
Herald—and the writer of the article very 
lustly remarks that it "deserves careful pe- 
rusal:" 


COUNTY, Miss., Dec. 25, 1860. 


1 have been through several counties 


in this State, and some of the northern 
counties in Alabama, and I have no hesita- 
tion in saying that the men of property in 
both States are unanimously opposd to the 
secession movement. It is got up and [engi- 
neered by the politicians and the poor 
whites; the slaveholders are compelled 
*'j 


fall in with itfovfear of having their prop- 
erty confiscated. 
The largest slaveowne in 


this State was warned, the other day, that it 
he gave vent to his Union sentiments, he 
would be lynched and his property 
confis- 


cated. He took the hint and left the state. 
It is so in every county, and -also in Ala 
bama, Louisiana and Georeia. The inter- 
eat of the owners of slaves, and property of 
every kind, make them friends of the tin 
ion ; but in tho present state of feeling in 
these States, they cannot declare tnem- 
selves without tuuning more risk than they 
care to encounter. 


The hope of us slaveholders is that the 


government will at last do something to 
check the presen', revolutionary tide, so as 
to give its a chance to organize a reaction 
ary party without endangering ourselves, 
our cotton, or our necks. 
If people here 


felt certain that the United States govern 
ment would fight vigorously, a, sitbmission- 
ist patty would soon, make itself heard.

is the belief that Mr. Buchanan and his 
cabinet are on the side of secession, and 
that resistance, ia to b« feared, which gives 
courcge to tho enem/es of the Union.

have very little hope, myself, in the future. 
We are now paying suoh prices for corn 
and provisions that cotton planting is a 
losing business. If I could sell my slaves 
I would go North ; but I could not sell now 
without losing sixty per cent, at least on 
their cost. So I must swim with the tide 
and bear what fortune brings along." jj

ed. She reports : Wednesday, 1 A. M., 
made Charleston bar and laid to till cay- 
light, when she proceeded to enter the har- 
bor. 
When off Morris Island, was fired in- 


to by the battery on this point. Seventeen 
shots were fired at her. one taking slight ef- 
fect on her port bow, and a second on. her 
starboard quarter, as she turned to leave 
the harbor. One.ball passed between the 
smoke stack and the engine beam. Find- 
ing it impossible to land troops, was return- 
ing to sea at 9 A. M., when the firing was 
continued, several being fired after succeed- 
ing in getting to sea, without further dam- 
age to the vessel or those on board. On 
coming out over the bar, struck twice ; re- 
mained outside the bar over Wednesday 
night. That night, saw a steamer coming 
out of the harbor, supposed to be in pur- 
suit ; extinguished lights, and was not seen 
by them. Same night spoke ship Emily F. 
Pierce, of and for Charleston, at anchor, 
which had been refused admittance for hav- 
ing the American flag flying. The troops 
will remain on board until orders are re- 
ceived from Washington. She lies at .an- 
chor at the foot of Chambers street, in the 
North river. " 


The Star of the. West alao reports that 


only vessels of light draught of water, that 
can get within distance of Charleston, hur- 
bor to do service; and also, those in charge 
of the batteries on Morris Island are not 
the inexperienced gunners that were suppo- 
sed, .which waa plainly visible from their 
shots which flew lively about the vessel.

Meeting cf tlie Citizens of Jalicgvllle. 


Pursuant to call, a large concourse of 


the citizens of Janesville convened in the 
courtroom at 7 P. M,, Jan. 11, 1861. 


The meeting was called to order by .T. M. 


Haselton, and on motion Wm. A.Lawrence 
was elected president of the meeting. 


Messrs. Edward McKey and Judgu Parker 


were elected'vice-presidents, and J. Suther- 
land chosen secretary. 


On motion of J. A. Sleeper, a committee 


of five was ordered on resolutions. 


The chair appointed on said committee, 


Messrs. J. A. Sleeper, I. Woodle, D, Clow, 
Wm. M. Tallman, and J. II. Haselton. 


While tho committee were drafting reso- 


lutions, the meeting was addressed eloquent- 
ly and patriotically by Messrs. H. S. Conger, 
J. W. D. Parker, C. G. Williams and Wm. 
L. Mitchell. 


The committee on resolutions made two 


reports. 
The minority reporting a resolu- 


tion as a substitute for a part of the majori- 
ty report. 


Whereupon, Maj. May offered, as a sub- 


stitute for both reports, the following- reso- 
lution : — 


Sooted, That we aj cltiiras of Wisconsin ask and 


demand of the general government that the lawa of the 
United States bt; enforced in every state and territory 
of tha United Staled, aud that vre ivill stand by tho 
constitution as it is. rendering nil tho aid in our pow- 
er for it* support and preservation. 


On motion of J. Sutherland, the resolu- 


tions and amendments were laid on the ta- 
ble, when Charles Holt offered the following 
resolution which was adopted : 


?, That this meeting is in favor of maintaining 


the constitution and tlie Union as it is, without any com- 
promise with secession or trertson; and while we demand 
of the President of tho United States the prompt use of 
every means in his power as commander-in-chief of the 
army and navy, to preserve tho government and en- 
force its laws, we will sustain him by every meaus in 
cnr power. 


On Motion of Mr. H. S. Conger, the fol- 


lowing resolutions which had been unani- 
mously reported by the committee, were ta- 
ken from the table and adopted : — 


WE, the citizens of the city of Janesville 


in convention assembled, in view of the 
present distracted state of the country, do 
adopt the following resolutions : 


1. Rfiohfd, 
That this is a government of laws, 


founded npon the seif-evident tnith that all men are 
created eqoal, and endowed by tboir Creator with cer- 
tain nnalianable rights, omonz; which are life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness. 


2. Rcsrilrt'l, That 'the constitution of tlie United 


States la the supreme law of the land, that it was or- 
dained and established by the people of tho United 
States, (and not by tlie states.) to form a more perfect 
Union, establish justice, insure domestic tranquility, 
provide for the common defence, promote the general 
wel£tre, and secure the blessings of liberty to them and 
their posterity. 


3. Jiciolrcrl, That this constitution is the joint act of 


the people of the several states in its adoptiou; that by 
the «?rcise of their sovereign powe?-, it became the su- 
preme law of all the states, and no less ia power than tliat 
which created it can repeal or abrogate it; that so long 
as it is in force in any one of the states, it is in force in 
nil, and a repeal or abrogation in one state, if it could 
bo effected, wcnld have the effect to repeal and abro- 
gate it in ail ; and therefore no act of ihe people or a 
convention in one or more ol the stfites can bo effectual 
to repeal it therein, or absolve the people thereof from 
allegiance to the government of tho Union. That tho 
constitution and laws of the United States are alike thu 
supreme law of New York and South Carolina, of Wis- 
consin or Mississippi ; tho ordinances of secession pass- 
ed by the conventions of South Carolina and Mississip- 
pi to the contrary, notwithstanding. 


4. Resolved, That nnder this constitution, as the 


fathers made it, this nation hus grown with a rf.pidity 
unexampled in the annals of the past. That by it, life, 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness have boen secured 
to every citizen. And that tho future may be rendered 
as happy and prosperous as the past, by a faithful re- 
gard by all, of the rights seemed and guaranteed by its 
provisions. And that the " Federal Union must frfi prs- 
scmd." 


C. Kesolzcd, That it is the duty, in view of the pres- 


ent distracted state of the country, of every citizen, in 
or out of office, to make all reasonable concession, to 
bury all partisan leeling, to yield all that can bo yield- 
ed with honor to the states and to the puoplcS for tho 
perpetuation of the Union, and preserve our common 
country as a unit. 


6. XestHrtd, That the election of Abraham Lincoln 


and Hannibal Hamlin. furnishes no cause of complaint 
on the part of the people of any of the states; muchless 
for revolution. That every effort to destroy this gov- 
ernment by forcible resistance, is war, and that '• war 
against the United States is treason." And that It is 
tho imperative duty of the president to use all the pow- 
er of tfa a government to enforce th^ laws in all the states, 
and to bring traitors to justice. 


1. Sesolvtd, That the people after a careful investl- 


Station of the Issues involved in tho Itte election, and 
with a just sense of their importance, have rendered 
thfclr verdict; and now Judgment thereon must be en- 
tered by the inauguration of Abraham Lincoln as Pres- 
ident of all the United Slates, come what may 1 


8. Besolved, That Maj. Anderson, for his abandon- 
ment of an Insecure and Indefensible position, and oc- 
cupation of » fort in which he and his little band could 
detend themselves aud preserve the honor of the Union, 
is entitled to the honor and gratitude of his fellow citi- 
zens. 
P. Raclred, That the Eon. Mr. Holt, for the efficient 
manner in which he has discharged the duties of his 
responsible office, as acting secretary of war, is entitled 
to the unqualified respect of tha American Poeple. 


When, on motion, the meeting adjourned

The Meeting Lust 


The court room was filled last evening, 


and the meeting was in session until a late 
hour. After the report of the committee 
on resolutions was made, a somewhat gen- 
eral discussion ensued as to the form in 
which the expression of sentiment should 
be made, and the best manner of adyaacing 
the object of the call under which the meet- 
ing assembled. The prevailing, and nearly 
unanimous feeling, as exhibited, was in fa- 
vor of a prompt enforcement of existing 
laws and the adoption of e8ec.ti.ve measures 
to preserve the. goverunjeht. 
Two of the 


speakers, Messrs. Parker and Mitchell,'coun- 
seled a spirit of compromise as the most 
efficacious method .of restoring peace, while 
the others contended that the strong arm 
of the government should be employed as 
the readiest way of settling the trouble. 


The resolutions were at length adopted 


by a very strong vote—scarcely half a .doz- 
en rotes in the negative. 


The following are the resolutions report- 


ed by the majority of the committee, 
(Messrs. Sleeper, Tallman and Clow) for 
which the minority (Messrs. Woodle and 
Haselton) proposed the substitute numbered 
5 in the official report of the proceedings 
which we publish this afternoon : 


6. Unsolved, That tlie constitution of the United 


States, by Its own proper fofce, does uot extend slavery 
iuto any of the territories of the United States, nor es- 
tablish it there, nor does it guarantee it* existence in 
states or territories. 


6. lltstilvfd, Tlmt slavery has ever been a moral, evil, 


and thnt the present eflm't to destroy and overthrow the 
government K-iicanse the people of the north have de- 
clared that it shall not be extended, demonstrates that 
it has become a political evil, to beconflned tothestates 
where it exists, and its extension into other states and 
torrituries resisted by all constitutional moans. 


">. Hcsolvttl. That any proposition to reestablish the 


Missouri Compromise line, by which slavery was pro- 
hibited in all territory north of latitude SO, 30, leaving 
the people free to establish it in iilltliQ territory soutli 
of that line, will meet with.our decided opposition, and 
nhat we will resist to the extent of our power the adop- 
tion of any constitutional amendment by which slavery 
shall bo established, legalized or protected by the feder- 
al governments, in any of the teiritories now held or 
hereafter to be acquired by the United States. 


These resolutions are unquestionably in 


accordance with the opinions of a very largo 
majority of the citizens in attendance, and 
onld have been adopted if pressed to a 
•ote. 
The chairman of the committee, 


•tie of the majority who reported them, af- 
er the adoption of the resolution against 
ny compromise, accepted the substitute of 
Messrs. 'Woodle and Haselton, and in effect 
made the resolutions subsequently adopted 
he report of the committee. 


Individually, we should have preferred 


he three resolutions of the majority to the 
ubstitute of the minority, as they were spe- 
ific, and express our own views; but in 
lew of the peculiar character of the meet- 
ng, and the controverted nature of the prop- 
'sitions announced by them, we see no ira- 
iropriety in the'chairman yielding them, 
,fter tha prior emphatic expression of the 
meeting. The substitute resolution is one 
any body can agree to in the abstract; tho' 
svlien it comes to the point of deciding WHAT 
s a " reasonable compromise," and what 


f under present, or any circumstances, 


>e yielded with " honor," there might arise 
i vast difference of opinion. As stated by 
the chairman of the committee, the entire 
committee assented. to the resolution of 
Woodle and Haselton, but the majority re- 
'used, while in session as a committee, to 
accept it as a substitute for the three we 
publish above.
